REtJAPITULATION. 



Man was created innocent and upright, with powers 
of understanding and will, after the image of God— For 
it was in the powers of his mind, and not in the form 
of his body, that the holy scripture says, " Man was 
made in the image of God." He was immediately 
placed in the fruitful and pleasant garden" of Eden : 
where he enjoyed his Maker s love, who indulged him 
in the free use'^of all the delights that surrounded him ; 
with only one restraint, as a test or trial of his obe- 
dience. And that restraint was, God forbad him to 
touch the fruit of the tree in the middle of the Garden, 
which was called*' the Tree of Knowledge," the know- 
ledge of Good and Evil ; with a sacred assurance, that 
if he did touch it, he should die. Our first parents, 
while they obeyed God, enjoyed uninterrupted ease 
and happiness ; and if they had preserved their inno- 
cence in this state of trial, they would have been rais- 
ed, in due time, from earth to heaven. But they un- 
gratefully disobeyed the divine command, and ate of 
the fruit of that Tree, which they were forbidden to 
eat.

posterity. What could make them forfeit their lives 
and happiness in this manner ?

It was by at- 
tending to the bad counsel of the Devil ; for he is the 
enemy of God and Man, and seeks to ruin the human 
race. He was originally a holy Angel in heaven, but 
was cast into hell for his pride and disobedience. And 
now he is full of malice, envy and deceit, seeking to 
spread misery and ruin' through the world. As the 
poison of a serpent kills the body, so the temptations 
of the Devil destroy the soul. • In the form of a ser- 
pent he tempted our first mother Eve, and in the dis- 
position of a serpent he now tempts us. He overcame 
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Eve by persuading her to eat the fruit, which God 
told her not to eat : and he subdues us by prevailing 
on us to disobey the divine law. Eve persuaded 
Adam to eat the forbidden fruit with her : and thus 
one wicked man makes others as- bad as himself. Be- 
fore they sinned, they were happy and walked with 
God ; afterwards they were wretched, and the Lord 
drove them from His presence. So man is the author 
of his own misery! To be good is to be happy ; to be 
wicked is to be miserable. We are good when we 
worship God with a true heart, and are just in all our 
dealings with men. . We are wicked when we break 
God's commandments, by lying, stealing, bearing 
false witness ; or doing any thing to injure another 
man. When our first parents had sinned, they were 
ashan^ed to meet God ; and they endeavoured to hide 
themselves amongst the trees of the Garden. But 
this was impossible : the Lord knew where they 
were, and called Adam to Him, to give account of 
what he had done. No man can hide his sins from 
God. He is acquainted with the very thoughts and 
desires of the heart ; and He will siimmon us into His 
presence at the last day, to answer for all the deeds 
done in the body. No sooner had the Lord told Adam 
and Eve, that lie would punish them for their iniquity, 
than He gave them the gracioiis promise of a Redeem- 
er, that should save them from the eternal misery 
they deserved. And thus will He pardon every sinner 
that repents, forsakes his sins, and becomes a holy, 
just and good man.

RECAPITULATION. 



Abbam and Lot lived together with their fami- 
lies in the land of Canaan. They were eminent ex** 
amples of piety and holiness, therefore God loved 
them a&d blessed tfaem. At length thek herds and 
flocks increased jso much, that there was not sufficient 
room in the -place where they dwelt : and debates 
arose between their servants abont a conveuient pw- 
turage. Upon which Abram, with great condescen- 
sion and humanity, proposed to Lot, that they should 
part : and offered him the choice, either to continue 
where he then was, or to remove to another place « 
How honourable is this condescension in Abram to 
his nephew Lot ! And hqw powerfully does it recom- 
mend to us, meekness and forbearance, and the love 
of peace ! Lot chose the plain of Jordan, which was. 
every where well watered, and pitched his tent near 
Sodom ; but he had not been settled there many 
years, when Chedorlaomer brought an army against 
the King of Sodom, who had rebelled against him ; 
and, having over*run several kingdoms about the land 
of Canaan, carried away much spoil and many cap- 
tives, among whom were Lot and bis family. Abram 
was immediately informed of what was done, and> 
having armed his trained servants, pursued the ene- 
my, attacked them by suprize in the night, rescued all 
the captives, and brought back Lot and his goods to 
his former habitation. 

The inhabitants of Sodom and Gomorrah were how- 
ever so lost to all sense of religion, and so given up to 
impure lusts, that God resolved to destroy them. But 
at the same time that He manifested such an abhor- 
rence of sin and wickedness. He shewed a distinguish- 
ing regard to eminent piety and goodness, by sending 
two Angels for the preservation of Lot. The two Aix-^ 
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^Is came to Lot in the appearance of men; and, asL 
Ee supposed them to be travellers^ he entertained thenk. 
in a friendly, hospitable manner.. They were strangers 
and he took them in.. They soon acquainted him that 
they were sent to execute vengeance upon. Sodom and 
Gomorrah,^ for their aggravated iniquities, and to res- 
cue him and hi3 family fbonx the dreadful ruin sus-* 
pended over the devoted cities* They accordingly 
took Lot and hia wife» and his two daughters, and, 
having led them out of the city, charged them to flee 
from the danger without the least delay. But a$ they 
went towards Zoar,, the wife of Lot i either out of vain 
curiosity to see what became of the place,^ on a fond 
desire of returning to her old habitation, looked- or re- 
turned back, for which she becs^ne a pillar of salt, as 
hard and a3 durable a3 stone; and thus waa i^he made 
a lasting monument of her folly and disobedience !: 
Then God sent fire and brimstone out of heairen upon 
Sodom 'and Gomorrah,, and the sm^ke of the country 
went up as the smoke of a furnace,. He overthrew the 
qities and all the inhabitants ; and made them an ex- 
ample to those who should, afterwards live ungodly.

There was a great difference, according to the 
Apostle Paul, between these sons : for Ishmael, the 
ison of Hagar, the bond- woman, was born only accord* 
ing to the flesh, in the common course of nature : but 
Isaac was bom by virtue of the promise, and by the 
particular interposition of divine power. They re- 
present to us the two covenants of the law and the 
gospel ; the former is a state of bondage and servility : 
the latter, a state of freedom and glorious privileges. 
The ministraticm of Moses was weak and unprofitable^ 
when compared with the gospel, which is the ministra* 
tion of righteousness, of life, and the Spirit ; and the 
difference between the Jewish and Ghnstian state is 
like that between childhood and manhood, between 
shadow and substance, between bondage and liberty. 
How thankful then should we be to God, that we are 
the children of the free woman, called under the li- 
beral and happy dispensation of the Gospel, and made 
heirs of the blessings of the covenant through the pro- 
mised seed, in whom it was declared, that all the fa-* 
milies of the earth ^ould'be blessed.

Some time after the death of Abraham, a severe fa- 
mine raged through the land of Canaan ; and Isaac, in 
order to avoid the distress, went unto Gerar, in his 
way towards Egypt. There the Lord appeared unto 
him, and commanded him to dwell in that land ;* as*- 
suring him, that He would exceedingly increase both 
his family and his possessions, and renewing to him 
that grand promise of the Messiah; *• In thy seed shall 
aU the nations of the earth be blelssed." > 

. There he sowed corUj and received in the same year 
an hundred fold ; and his servants and cattle increas- 
ed in «uch istbundance, that people envied his prospe- 
rity, and, began to fear his power : therefore Abime- 
lech, their king, in order lo satisfy his subjects, de- 
sired him, in a friendly manner, to leave the city, and 
seek out some other habitation* Accordingly Isaac 
retired to the valley of Gerar, and afterwards removed 
to Beersheba, where he fixed his abode, and built an 
altar to Ihe Lord.

JosE'PH was the favorite son of Jacob, because he 
was the eldest son of his dear Rachel ; he loved him 
more than all his children. This partial affection of 
his father, and a dream which he related to his brothers, 
denoting that his condition in the world would be 
hig^her than theirs, made him the object of their envy 
and hatred. Therefore, one day when they vi^ere feed- 
ing their flocks, and saw Joseph coming toward them, 
they cried out, here xjometh the dreamer, let us kill 
bim. Being dissuaded, however, by Reuben from 
shedding his blood, they stripped him, and threw him 
into a pit : but, seeing some merchants, >Yho were at 
that time providentially passing by into JEgy pt, they 
drew him up, android him to them. After which they 



stained his coat with blood, and cq^ied it to Jacob, 
who concluded from thence that his son was devoured 
by a wild beast : and he<put^>»«sackeloth, and mourned 
for him many days. Joseph in the meantime was car- 
ried into Egypt, and sold to Potiphar, an oflScef ^f dit- 
|inptioi» }}nSdr Pharoah the king; where J^e L^rd 
made all that he did to prosper, so that he found favour 
in thesight of his master, who made him overseer of his 
liouse^ and put all that he had into his hands J But his 
blootniag. hope& of happiness were soon : blasted ; fi)r 
the wife of Potiphar, burning witK injure desii?e» «n- 
deiivoured to dra^^ him into sin : be was however too 
^ood to yield to her solicitation, and said to her, how 
can I sin against God? And when she pressed him most 
earnestly, he fled from the temptation. Full of indigna- 
tion at this contempt of her, she accused him falsely to 
lier husband : and Potiphar too readily believing what 
she said, put him in prison. ^-But'the Lord was with 
Joseph in the dungeon; and the keeper was so charmed- 
with his good-temper and patietit bdmviour, that he 
used him very courteously, and entrusted him with the 
care of t^ flrisoners. 

It happened that the chief baker and the chief butler 
of Pharoah, who were In tlie'" same prison, dreamed 
each a dream;- and Joseph iafcerpreted their dreams to 
them, foretelling that at the expiration of three days^ 
the baker would be hanged on a tree, aind the butler be 
restored to his place: 'fiieri added he to tne butler, 
Ihkik on me, and shew kindness, I pray th^', jand take 
me out of this place. As he had foretold so it came to 
J)ass. Biit pomp and pleasure are apt to divert the 
Blind from the obligations of gratitude ; the butler in 
the midst of his prosperity, forgot bis poor friend, the 
interpreter in prkon. 

Some time after Pharoah bad two dreams, he saw 
ifcven fat €ows, devoured by «eveti' teati- cows, and 
again, he «aw «even fufl ears of com, devoured l>y 
«even thin withered ears. When tiie wise men of tte

country €0iild not explain these dreams, the iMtl^ 
recollected Joseph, and spake of him to the kinif, upop. 
which he was sent for ont of ^ prison, and me:kmg 
related his dreams to him; Joseph immediately by the 
assistance of Grod, informed Pharoah that the seven fat 
cows, and seven full ears, signified seven years of 
plenty which would be in the land, and the seven lean 
cows and seven lean ears, signified seven years oi 
fiimine which would succeed them. Let therefore 
Pharoah appoint officers over the land, and let them 
gather com in the seven plenteous years; and this food 

shall be for store against the seven years of famine. 

• 

The king was astonished at the wisdom of Josefrii, 
and concluding justly from thence, that the spirit of 
God was in him, appointed him to this office, and gave 
him full power over his whole kingdom. The seven 
years of plenty came accordingly, and immense 4nan* 
tities of corn were laid up under his direction. Then 
the famine commenced ; and when the people .cried 
out for bread, the storehouses were opened and the 
corn was sold to the Egyptians, and the neighbouring 
nations.

The famine spread itself to Canaan, and Jacob, 
having been informed that there was corn in Egypt, 
though he little thought by whose hands it was dispos- 
ed of, sent his sons thither, keeping only Benjamin at 
home. When they were presented to Joseph, they 
bowed themselves before him with their faces to the 
earth, in acknowledgment of his superiority, as had 
'been foretold by his dream. He immediately knew 
them, but made himself strange, and spake roughly to 
them, accusing them as spies who came to see tha 
nakedness of the land. Upon which they informed 
him, that they came from the land of Canaan, that their 
father had twelve sons, that one was dead, and the 
youngest was left at home. Joseph was dissatisfied 
with iheix report,and perhaps doubted whether Benja-

Upon a sodde* 
misfortune, <urdaxigerotts fit of sickness, the se&se of 
guilt revives ; and while the hand of God is felt, the 
Justice.of the punishment is acknowledged. Therefore 
keep innoceney, and do the thing that is right; for thai 
and that only, will bring a man peace at the last. 

Joseph however only detained Simeon, and dismis- 
sed the rest, with an order that they should bring Ben- 
jamin with them, when they returned. The relation oi 
>vhatlisyd passed in Egypt, filled the muid of Ja^ob 
.with uneasy reflections, and dreadful apprehensionct: 
and when his sons were obliged to go agaun for com, it 
was with great difficulty, that they persuaded him t^ 
let Benjamiii go, not withexut repeated assurances, that 
they would bring him back safe. They were immedtr 
ately upon their arrival introduced to Joseph who 
inquired tenderly after his father's welfare ; but was so 
sensibly touched and afiected at the sight pf his 
l)rother Benjamin, that he was obliged to withdraw 
from them, test his tears should discover him.

A cer- 
tain Hebrew wottian, however, called Jochebed, having 
been delivered of a son, hid him for three months ; and 
at lengthy through fear of his being discovered and' 
slain, she laid him in a basket among the flags in the 
rivef Nile ; Miriam,- the sister of the child^ wasfdaced 
at a distance, to see what would become of him. 
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The kings daughter soon came with her maid s?r-^

He therefore frequently visit- 
ed and conversed wi^ them ; and one day having ob- 
servse an Egyptian doing wrong and injury to an 
brew; bersmot^ him and killed him. Wheft rhar|i9^ 

ard this, be sought to slay Moses : who upon that 
account, fled to Midian, to Jethrp, the priest pf that 
country ; he afterwards married his daughter, and lived 
^th him as keeper of his flocks. 

After several years, as he was feeding the flocks ne jr 
Aount Horeb, he saw a biish flaming with fire, and 
yet not in the least consumed. While he stood itx 
amaxement at the strange sight, a voice issued from

RECAP ITU LA TION. 



.Whejt Moses had delayed, for several days, to 
come down out of the mount, (for he continued there 
forty days and nights,) the people required Aaron to 
make; them some gods ; and they prevailed upon him 
to form a golden calf, as a god for them, to be the ob- 
ject of their worship, and their guide and conductor* 
How weak and blameable was. Aaron ia yielding to the 
importunity of the people, and becoming a partaker of 
their sin ! Yet, alas, how apt are we all to give way to 
the humour and opinion of the company we keep, even 
against the light of our minds, and the conviction of 
our consciences! The fear of man bringeth a snare/ 
but whoso putteth his trust in the Lord shall be safe. 
As they were paying adoration to their new idol, and 
singing and dancing roimd it, Moses came down from 
the mountain ; and was so exceedingly moved with 
anger at their behaviour^ that he threw down the tables 
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of the law, which he had in his hand, and brake them. 
He then destroyed the image; and commanded the sons 
of Levi to slay those who had been principally guilty 
of this idolatry. He afterwards returned to the Lora 
and made intercession for Aaron, and the people : the 
Lord was pleased to forgive their wickedness ; and 
commanded Moses to write the Ten Commandments 
on two tables of stone. 

The people however soon gave way to the natural 
corruption of their hearts; they offended God again, 
and again, and many of them suffered the just effect of 
their obstinacy and impiety. Nadab and Abihu were 
consumed by fire from heaven, for disregarding the fire 
of the Lord upon the altar, and bringing common fire 
into the tabernacle, which he commanded them not. 
Many were destroyed at a place called Taberah (that is, 
burning, because the fire of the Lord burnt amongst 
them) on account of their impatient repinings. Many 
died of a plague at Kibroth Hattaavah (that is, the 
graves of lust) because they complained of their food, 
and lusted for flesh to eat. One man was stoned for bias* 
phemy ; another was stoned for breaking the Sabbath ; 
and Miriam was stricken with leprosy for murmuring 
against Moses. 

When they had proceeded farther in the wilderness, 
and drew near to Canaan, Moses sent twelve men to 
take a view of the land audits inhabitants; who brought 
back an evil report, saying : The land eateth up the in- 
habitants thereof, and all the people are giants, and we 
were in our own sight but as grasshoppers. The Israel- 
ites were so disheartened and terrified with this account, 
that they again reproached Moses, and resolved to go 
• back into Egypt. God was highly displeased with 
them for this contumacy and hardness of heart ; and 
declared, that for a punishment they should wander in 
the wilderness forty years, and that none of the people, 
who were above twenty years of age, except Joshua

They were distrustful of that power and goodness,

But 
JifC strong in the Lord, and go forth in the power of His 
jnight ; in cheerful detpendance od His victorious aid, 
hid rdefiauc? to all your enemies, and labour wi^ re- 
iiewed diligence and vigour to eater into the copjipletjfe 
.and eternal resit ip»f God, that you may not fall aft;^r t^e 
same Qics^ipple of uai>dief and disobedience. 

Afterwards K.orah, one of the heads of a tribe, and 
many other persons of considerable dignity, upbraided 
"Moses and Aaron^ for lifting themselves above the 
CQUgregation, and excluding others from any share of 
honour and power .; and attempted by a seditious tu- 
mult to deprive them of their authority, and to take 
the priesthood upon themselves. But their rebellion 
was puuifilMti inr a wonderful manner ; for the earth 
^pen^d'Und^r them, and they, and all that belonged to 
themiy wfOiut down alive into the pit, and the eart h 
cJused upon them. 

The Israelites then wandered up and down from 
.place to place, and in the sandy deserts of Kade§h, 
they ,murmured for water. Moses therefore atruck a 
rock, and it poured forth streanas before them : but 
upon this occasion Moses and Aaron neglected to give 
the^lory of the ijiiracle to Qod, and assumed the ho-

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JProift tHence the people journeyed to Mount Hor> 
where Aaron died ; and being refused by the king of 
Edom to pdss through his cbuntry> and in want of pro- 
Visions^ they again rebelled against Moses i for which 
crime iGk)d sent fiei^y serjpents among thetto^ by whose 
biteis inany were destroy ed^ but upon their humility and 
repentance, he commanded Moses to hangabrazea 
serpent upon a pole : and the wounded piersons, by 
looking upon it> were healed. What a lively emblem 
Was this of Him, who offered Himself a sacrifice upon 
the cross \ and upon beholding whom, with true re« 
pentance and faith, the wounded tonseience obtains 
pardon and peace I 

After several marches and encam|)ment«^ they ar* 
rived at mount Pisgah, and having gained several vie* 
tones over the Amorites, proceeded to the plains of 
Moab.
